DEFINITIONS

Air  Force  Wilitt^  personnel.  Air  Force  civilian  personnel  on  duty,  or  Air  Force  property.  (See  AFR  127-4') 

ACCBl^l.^HOTAiEE  MOTCH  VKHICIE  »  A  motor  vehicle  accident  involving  only  non-Air  Force  motor  vehicles,  or,  if 
boliii  Mr  Force  and  non-Air  J'orce  vehicles  were  involved,  the  Air  Force  motor  vehicle  was  not  being  operated  at 
the  time  of  the  accident.  Disabling  injury  to  a  UBAF  i^rson  is  a  requisite  of  this  classification,

INTTODUCTION 


Inforfflatlon  incltided  in  ■this  section  provides  data  pertaining  to  procurement,  production,  inyentory  status,^  de^p 
plc^pient,  and  disposition-  of  OSAF -aircraft  during  Fiscal  Year  1968.  It  also  includes  data  on  procurement,  produc¬ 
tion,  and  inventory  status  of  missiles. 

The  aircraft  taMes  reflect  funding  >7  fiscal  year,  acceptance,  inventories  tiy  functional  distribution,  active 
and  inactive,  age  (in  mon-Hia)  distribution,  and  disposition  of  aircraft.  The  missile  tables  reflect  funding,  by  fis¬ 
cal  year,  acceptance,  functional  distribution,  active  and  inactive,  age  (in  months)  distribution,  and  disposition 
of  missiles . 

Production  data  for  aircraft  and  missiles  are  obtained  under  the  provisions  of  AF  Regulation  84-8,  dated  7  July 
1964.  Additional  data  may  be  obtained  In  the  USAF  Production  Digest  SS-N-47  published  monthly.  Inventory  and  status 
data  for  aircraft  and  missiles  are  obtained  under  the  provisions  of  AF  Manual  65-110,  dated  17  Februaiy  1967.  The 
mission  clasaifloation  (Fighter,  Somber,  Tanker,  etc.)  is  generally  based  tipon  the  mission  designator  or  the  prefix, 
preceding  the. basic  mission  designator  of  each  aircraft  or  missile  model.  -A  prefix  is  assigned  an  aircraft  or  ads- 
sile  model  when  the  aircraft  or  missile  is  modified  to  perform  a  function  (indicated  by  prefix)  other  than  its 
leslgnated  pinrpose.  Additional  statistical  data  may  be  obtained  in  the  USAF  Aircraft-Missile  Digest,  SS-Al, 
monthly. 


IHITIONS 


___  MlSSI^t^ESIGN/SMIKS  -  Air  Force  Regulations  66-11  dated,  18. September  1962,  Designating,  Redesignating,  anl 
naming  iftlltary  Aircraft,  and  66- llA  dated  5  Atigust  1964  and  66-20,  Designating,  Redesignating,  and  Naming  Mllitar 
Rockets  and  Guided  Missiles  dated  3  April  1965,  and  66- 20A  dated  30  January  1964,  establish  a  uniform  system  for 
designating,  redesignating,  and  naming  military  aircraft  and  missilea.  The  phrase  Type/M3del/Series(T/M(S)  has  been 
replaced  by  Mission/DesigiySeries  (l^D/S)  for  aircraft  and  Type/Deslgn/Serles  (T/D/S)  for  missiles.  For  the  purpose 
of  this  USAF  Statistical  Digest,  Ifission/Design/Serles  will  be  used  for  both  aircraft  and  missiles. 

ACCEPTANCE  -  Aircraft,  missile,  or  drone  which  has  been  shop-assembled  and  fully  inspected  by  constituted  USAF 
or  Navy  production  authorities  and  for  which  the  title,  responsibility,  and  accountability  has  been  assumed  by  the 
contracting  agency  of  the  recipient. 


AIRCRAFT  -  A  heavier- than-air  vehicle,  designed  primarily  for  flight  in  the  atncsphere,  which  has  incorporated 
in  its  prime  design  the  ability  and/or  requirement  for  human  occupancy. 

ERONE  -  Any  aircraft  or  missile  modified  or  produced  to  perform  the  ndssicai  of  a  target  for  weapon  evaluation 
or  crew  training  and  has  incorporated  into  its  prime  design  the  ability  to  be  flown  by  remote  control. 


GUIDED  MISSILE  -  Unmnned,  self-propelled  vehicle  designed  to  neve  in  a  trajectory  or  flight  path  all  or  part¬ 
ially  above  the  earth's  surface  and  whose  trajectory  or  course, while  the  vehicle  is  in  motion,  is  capable  of  being 
controlled  remotely  or  by  homing  systems,  or  by  inertial  and/or  progranmed  guidance  from  within.  This  term  does. not 
include  space  vehicles,  space  boosters,  or  Naval  torpedoes,  but  it  does  inohide target  and  reconnaissance  drones. 

OPERATING  ACTIVE  -  Aircraft,  missiles,  and  drones  currently  and  actively  engaged  in  or.  supporting  flying  nds- 
sions  (AFM  65-110). 

NON-OPERATING  ACTIVE  -  Aircraft,  missiles,  and  drones  in  preparation  or  awaiting  preparation  for  possession  by 
units  or  test  activities  through  any  of  the  logistical  processes  or  supply,  maintenance,  and  modification.

INACTIVE  -  Aircraft,  missiles,  or  drones  on  loan  and  bailment  (except  balled  for  test,  maintenance,  and  modifl- 
oation);  aircraft,  missiles,  or  drones  for  which  there  is  no  longer  a  requirement  in  the  active  inventoiy,  including 
those  tl»t  have  been  accumulated  in  excess  of  possible  future  needs;  and  aircraft,  missiles,  or  drones  in  the  pro¬ 
cess  of  being  dropped  from  the  total  Inventory  and  salvage.

ADMISSIOH  -  When  applied  to:  (l)  Active  duty  military  personnel,  the  term  indicates  that  the  individual  has  been 
placed  under  treatment  as  a  quarters  patient  or  as  a  hospital  bed  occupant  on  an  excused-from-duty  basis.  (2)  A 
civilian  patient,  the  term  indicates  that  a  patient  has  entered  a  hospital  as  a  bed  occupant,  for  some  form  of 
treatment . 

AIMISSION  RATE  -  The  admission  rate  is  a  measure  uhich  Indicates  the  frequency  with  which  military  patients  are 
excused  from  duty  for  medical  reasons.  Bence,  the  admission  rate  is  based  on  admissions  from  duty.  These  are 
annual  admission  rates,  which  show  the  nunber  of  admissions  that  would  occur  during  a  36$  day  year  if  admissions 
occturred  throughout  an  entire  year  at  the  same  frequency  as  in  the  period  of  observation.  The  annual  admission 
rate  per  thousand  average  strength  is  computed  as  follows: 

Humber  of  admissions  durlim  the  period  X  Humber  of  such  periods  in  a  year  X  1,000 
Mean  strei:gth  during  the  period 

AIR  FORCE  PEBSOmiEL  -  Air  Force  military  personnel  on  extended  active  duty,  not  including  Air  Force  Academy  cadets 
or  personnel  on  active  duty  for  training. 

AVERAGE  OCCUPIED  BEDS  -  The  average  of  the  numbers  of  patients  occupying  beds  in  hospitals  and  Class  "A"  dispensa¬ 
ries  as  of  midnight  of  each  day  in  the  period. 

COMPLETE  FHISICAL  EXAMIHATIOHS  -  Complete  physical  examinations  Include  only  those  recorded  on  the  Report  of  Medical 
Examination  (standard  Form  86);  physical  inspections  of  food  handlers  or  barbers  are  not  Included  nor  are  examina¬ 
tions  of  personnel  who  are  ill. 

HOSPITALIZED  RATIO  -  The  hospitalized  ratio  is  the  weighted  average  of  the  proportions  of  strength  in  an  inpatient 
status  each  day  (of  the  period  for  which  it  is  computed).  It  differs  from  the  noneffectlve  ratio  in  that  it 
Includes  only  bed  occupancy  days  in  hospital  or  Class  "A”  dispensary.  The  ratio  is  computed  per  100  strength  as 
follows : 

Humber  of  bed  occupancy  days  in  the  period  X  100 
Mean  strength  X  Humber  of  calendar  days  in  the  period 

IHPATIEHT  ADMISSIOH  -  The  enrollment  of  a  patient  for  care  on  the  wards  of  a  hospital  or  Class  "A"  dispensary. 

HOHEFFECTIVE  RATIO  -  The  medical  noneffectlve  ratio  is  the  weighted  average  of  the  proportions  of  strength  not 
available  for  duty,  for  medical  reasons,  each  day  (of  the  period  for  which  it  is  computed).  Such  persons  may  be 
under  treatment  as  inpatients,  in  quarters,  on  sick  leave,  or  AWOL  from  a  patient  status.  The  ratio  is  computed 
for  a  specified  period,  per  100  strength  as  follows: 

_ Humber  of  sick  days  in  period  X  100 _ 

Mean  strength  X  Humber  of  calendar  days  in  the  period 

OPERATIHG  BEDS  -  This  term  applies  to  beds  with  staff  and  equipment  ready  for  treatment  of  patients,  whether  in  a 
hospital  or  a  Class  "A"  dispensary. 

OUIPATIEHT  VISITS  -  One  visit  is  counted  each  time  an  outpatient  or  quarters  patient  received  advice  and/or 
treatment  at  an  organized  clinic  or  specialty  service.  More  than  one  visit  per  patient  may  be  counted  on  a  given 
day. 


PHYSIOLOGICAL  TRAIHIHG  -  Program  of  instruction  to  familiarize  the  flyer  with  the  physiological  and  psychological 
stresses  of  modem  military  aviation  and  space  flight,  and  to  prepare  him  to  meet  these  stresses  successfully. 
Physiological  training  officers  are  also  responsible  for  training  air  crew  members  in  functions  of  personnel  pro¬ 
tective  equipment  which  is  used  in  flight,  escape  from  aircraft,  and  survival.

INTRODUCTION 

Security  Police  statistics  are  collected  quarterly  world'-wide  for  use  in  management  and  to  determine  the  status 
of  discipline  within  the  Air  Force.  In  general, they  include  selected  data  regarding  military  and  civil  type  offenses 
and  the  administration  of  the  correction  program.  All  data  depicted  in  this  table  are  derived  from  reports  required 
by  APR  125-17.  All  entries  depicting  military  offenses  represent  only  those  offenses  for  which  action  was  taken 
under  Uniform  Code  of  Military  Justice  (UCMJ). 


DEFINITIONS 


AiBMICK  WIMOOT  IJBAVB  -  Status  or  the  offense  of  any  member  of  the  Air  Force  who,  without  authority: 

(1)  falls  to  ^  tS  his  appointed  place  of  duty  at  the  time  prescribed;  or 

(2)  Goes  trcm  that  place;  or 

(3)  Absents  himself  or  remains  absent  from  his  unit,  organization,  or  place  of  duty  at  which  he  is  required 

to  be  at  the  time  prescribed  (lO  U.S.C.  886).  (See  APR  35-73) 

ORABB  -  Prls^ers  are  classified  as  being  in  a  minimum,  medium,  or  maximum  custody  grade  in  accordance  with 
criteria  outlined  in  (1),  (2)  and  (3)  below.  The  initial  classification  will  be  determined  by  the  correctipn 
officer  based  upon  the  nature  of  the  offense,  demeanor  of  the  prisoner  upon  admission,  and  any  other  pertinent 
inforsmtlon  available. 

(1)  Minimum  custody  prisoners  are  those  who  are  sxrfficiently  stable,  dependable,  and  trustworthy  as  to 

require  little  or  no  custodial  supervision. 

(2)  Medium  custody  prisoners  are  those  who  require  continual  supervision,  but  rfusse  escape  would  not 

threaten  life,  limb,  or  property. 

(3)  Maximum  custo^  prisoners  are  those  whose  escape  would  present  a  distinct  threat  to  the  safety  of  life, 
limb,  or  property,  and  who  require  special  custodial  controls  and  handling.

SECURITY  POLICE  (Continued) 


CASUAL  SIAOTS  -  A  prisoner  held  at  an  Installation  Correction  facility  awaiting; 

(1)  Disposition  Instructions  from  another  Conmanfl;  or 

(2)  If  disposition  instructions  have  heen  received,  awaiting  transfer  to  a  designated  confinement  facility. 

CORRECJIOHAL  CUSTODY  -  The  physical  restraint  of  a  person  during  duty  or  non  duty  hours,  or  hoth.  Imposed  as  a 
punishment  under  Article  15,  UCMJ,  and  may  include  extra  duties,  fatigue  duties,  or  hard  labor.  (Addendum  to  the 
Manual  for  Courts  Martial,  United  States  1951,  January  I963)

THE  JUDGE  ADVOCATE  GENERAL 


INTRODUCTION 


The  Office  of  The  Judge  Advocate  General  provides  statistical  data  reflecting  trial  of  offenders  against 
military  law.  The  statistics  are  derived  from  .AF  Form  214  "Court-Martial  and  Article  15  Activities  Report", 
AFR  lll-3»  submitted  quarterly  by  each  major  command  exercising  general  court-martial  jurisdiction. 

Table  l62  reflects  the  number  of  militaiy  persons,  subject  to  court-martial  jurisdiction  pursuant  to  Uniform 
Code  of  Military  Justice,  Article  2,  who  were  tried  by  each  type  of  court-martial;  and  the  number  of  military 
persons  receiving  non- judicial  punishment,  for  minor  offenses,  under  Article  15 • 

Table  l6l  provides  the  over-all  rates,  per  1000  average  assigned  and  attached  military  strength,  for  all 
persons  tried  in  all  types  of  courts-martial,  and  the  rates,  on  the  same  basis,  for  those  persons  receiving 
non- judicial  punishment. 


DEFINITIONS 


General  Court-Martial  -  A  general  court-martial  may  adjudge  a  dishonorable  or  bad  conduct  discharge  as 
part  of  the  sentence. 

Special(BCD)Court-Martial  -  A  special  court-martial  which  adjudges  a  bad  conduct  discharge  as  part  of 
the  sentence. 

Special( Non-BCD)Court-Martial  -  A  special  court-martial  which  does  not  adjudge  a  discharge  as  part  of  the 
sentence,  but  may  adjudge  as  much  as  six  months  confinement. 

Summary  Court-Martial  -  A  summary  court-martial  may  not  adjudge  a  discharge  or  confinement  for  more  than 
one  month . 

Non-Judicial  Punishment  -  Punishment  imposed  for  minor  offenses,  by  the  commanding  officer,  without  the 
intervention  of  a  court-martial,  which  does  not  become  a  permanent  part  of  the  offender's  military  record.

In  general,  the  definitions  contained  herein  have  been  taken  from,  or  are  in  conformity  to,  the  definitions  in¬ 
cluded  in  Air  Force  Regulations  series  Air  Force  Manual  35-3?  and  Air  National  Guard  Regulations,  as  appropriate. 


Ihe  statistical  data  pertaining  to  the  Air  Force  Reserve  and  Air  National  Guard  personnel  normally  refer  to 
those  who  are  not  on  extended  active  duty  (EAD).  Commissioned  officers  on  EAD  as  Regular  USAF  Airmen  or  Regular 
USAF  Warrant  Officers  and  Reserve  Warrant  Officers  on  EAD  as  Regular  USAF  Airmen  are  also  included  in  these  data. 
These  statistical  tables  are  designed  to  show  the  composition  and  characteristics  of  Reserve  Forces  personnel  and 
reflect  the  Reserves  of  the  Air  Force  strength  position  at  specific  intervals  throughout  the  fiscal  year. 


AIR  FORCE  RESERVE 


DEFINITIONS 


ACTIVE  DUTY  FOR  TRAINING  (AD  TNG)  -  A  full-time  tour  of  duty  with  the  active  establishment  for  Reserve  training,  un¬ 
der  orders  which  provide  for  automatic  reversion  to  an  inactive  duty  training  status  upon  completion  of  the  specified 
tour  of  active  duty.  This  includes  all  tours  accomplished  under  the  provisions  of  AFR  45-14. 

ACTIVE  STATUS  -  That  status  of  the  reservists  who  make  up,  through  voluntary  participation  or  remaining  obligated 
service,  the  active  reserve, 

ANG  UNIT  MOBILIZATION  POSITION  -  An  authorized  position  within  an  Air  National  Guard  unit. 

DRILL  PAY  STATUS  RESERVISTS  -  Reservists  who  are  authorized  to  receive  pay  for  inactive  and  active  duty  for  training 

FLYING  TRAINING  -  Flying  activities  as  authorized  by  AFR  45-28  (regular  flying  training)  and  Sec  B,  AFR  45-10  (addi¬ 
tional  flying  periods). 

ELIGIBLE  TO  EARN  POINTS  -  Being  eligible,  by  virtue  of  reserve  section  of  assignment,  to  earn  points  toward  retire- 
ment  (does  not  apply  to  the  gratutitous  points  awarded  active  reservists.  See  AFR  45-15)* 

INACTIVE  DUTY  TRAINING  -  Unit  training  assemblies,  training  periods  of  instruction,  appropriate  duties, or  eq.uivalent 
training,  including  hazardous  duty,  which  are  performed  with  or  without  pay  by  a  reservist  not  on  EAD  or  on  active 
duty  for  training.  Includes  duties  performed  in  connection  with  training,  administration,  and/or  support  activities 
of  the  unit  of  assignment  or  study  through  the  USAF  Extension  Course  Institute.  Points  will  be  awarded  in  accordance 
with  AFR  45-15. 

OBLIGATED  RESERVE  SECTION  -  Reservists  who  fail  to  meet  minimum  requirements  for  retention  in  an  active  status  are 
assigned  to  this  section  if  they  have  completed  all  reserve  service  required  by  law.  While  assigned  to  this  section, 
reservists  are  not  eligible  for  active  or  inactive  duty  training,  promotion,  or  award  of  points.  They  may  be  ordered 
to  Extended  Active  Duty  (EAD)  involuntarily  only  if  there  are  no  other  Ready  or  Standby  Reservists  of  the  appropri¬ 
ate  grades  and  military  specialties  who  are  available  for  active  military  service  and  then  only  If  the  Director  of 
Selective  Service  determines  that  they  are  available  for  EAD. 

INELIGIBLE  RESERVE  SECTION  (Other)  -  Consists  of  Ready  Reservists  who  were  transferred  to  the  Air  Force  Reserve  to 
complete  a  Reserve  obligation  in  accordance  with  the  Universal  Military  Training  and  Service  Act  of  1948, as  amended, 
who  do  not  voluntarily  participate  in  any  Resei^e  Training  programs  or  point  gaining  activities. 

JOB  PROFICIENCY  TRAINING  (JPT)  -  Training  given  an  individual  Reservist  during  periods  of  active  or  inactive  duty  to 
maintain  or  increase  proficiency  through  actual  performance  in  his  mobilization  assignment.

MOBILIZATION  AUGMEMEE  &  REIHFORCEMEm?  DESIGNEE  SECTION  -  Administrative  sections  of  the  Major  Air  Command  head¬ 
quarters  and  Its  subordinate  organizations:  Reservists  authorized  Parts  I  and  III  of  the  Reserve  Space  and  Grade 
Authorization  by  Headquarters  USAF  are  assigned  to  those  sections  and  are  comprised  of: 

1.  Part  I,  Major  Command  War  Augmentation  Requirement  for  Individuals  -  Pertains  to  personnel  assigned  to  and 
trained  (both  active  and  inactive  duty  training)  by  the  Command. 

2.  Bart  III,  General  Reserve  War  Requirement  for  Individuals  Is  the  attrltlonal  replacement  requirement  of 
the  Air  Force.  These  personnel  are  assigned  to  and  trained  by  Continental  Air  Command. 

AF  reserve  unit  M0BILI2ATI0N  POSITION  -  An  authorized  position  within  an  AF  Reserve  unit  that  is  organized  to  serve 
as  a  unit . 

HOH-AFFILIATED  reserve  section  -  Comprised  of  Air  Force  Reserve  members  in  an  active  status  who  are  not  assigned  to 
an  Air  Force  Reserve  Category  "A"  unit  or  to  a  mobilization  position,  but  do  physically  and  professionally  qualify 
for  Reserve  Training  participation,  meet  established  criteria  for  active  military  service,  and  meet  minimum  reten¬ 
tion  requirements  by  completing  courses  through  the  USAF  Extension  Course  Institute,  by  participating  in  authorized 
pointgalning  activities. 

PAY  GROUP  -  Groups  established  to  identify  those  authorized  pay  for  inactive  and/or  active  duty  for  training.  These 
groups  also  identify  the  amount  of  paid  training  authorized  per  year.  They  are: 

A  -  48  paid  inactive  duty  training  periods  and  15  active  duty  training  days 

B  -  24  paid  inactive  duty  training  periods  and  15  active  duty  training  days 

C  -  12  paid  inactive  duty  training  periods  and  15  active  duty  training  days 
D  -  No  paid  Inactive  duty  training  periods  but  15  paid  active  duty  for  training  days 

E  -  No  paid  inactive  duty  training  periods  but  30  paid  active  duty  for  training  days 

F  -  No  paid  inactive  duty  training  periods  but  a  minimum  of  4  months  active  duty  for_ training  (one  time  only) 

RESERVE  SECTIONS  -  Classification  of  Reservists  by  type,  amount  of  training  and  pay  authorized,  and/or  type  of  unit 
or  categories  of  assignment. 

READY  RESERVE  -  Air  Force  Reserve  units  and  personnel  who  may  be  ordered  to  extended  active  duty  involuntarily  in 
time  of  war,  national  emergency  declared  by  Congress  or  proclaimed  by  the  President,  or  when  otherwise  authorized  by 
law. 

RESERVISTS  IN  NON-PAY  STATUS  ASSIGNMENTS  -  Air  Force  Reservists  who  are  physically  and  professionally  qualified  for 
active  duty,  but  for  whom  no  position  vacancy  exists  in  Pay  Status  Assignment,  or  those  who  do  not  participate  in 
the  Air  Force  Reserve  training  program  to  the  extent  required  for  retention  in  fey  Status  Assignments.  Except  for 
the  maximum  age  of  60,  there  are  no  age-ln-grade  or  availability  requirements. 

RESERVISTS  IN  PAY  STATUS  ASSIGNMENTS  -  Participating  Ready  Reservists  who  are  authorized  pay  for  active  and  Inactive 
duty  training,  or  pay  for  active  duty  for  training  only. 

RETIRED  RESERVE  -  Air  Force  Reserve  personnel  whose  service  has  been  honorable  and  are  eligible  under  AFR  45-39A  and 
who  have  applied  for  and  received  transfer  to  the  Reserve  Retired  List. 

STANDBY  RESERVE  -  Air  Force  Reserve  personnel  who  may  be  ordered  to  extended  active  duty  involuntarily  only  in  time 
of  war,  national  emergency  declared  by  Congress,  or  when  otherwise  authorized  by  law. 

TRAINING  CATEGORY  -  Categories  established  to  identify  training  required  to  maintain  individual  or  unit  proficiency.

AIR  SCIENCE  -  The  official  designation  of  the  Air  Force  ROTC  program  of  Instruction. 

BASIC  COURSE  -  The  first  and  second  year  program  of  instruction  in  Air  Science. 

CATEGORY  I-N  -  Comprises  cadets  who  qualify  for  navigator  training. 

CATEGORY  I-P  -  Comprises  cadets  who  qualify  for  pilot  training. 

CATEGORY  II  -  Comprises  cadets  pursuing  prescribed  engineering  and  scientific  courses  of  study. 

CATEGORY  III  -  Comprises  cadets  pursuing  non-technical  courses  of  study. 

CATEGORY  IV  -  Comprises  prior  service  cadets  other  than  those  accepted  under  categories  I-P,  I-N,  II  and  III  (active 
duty  tour  not  required). 

CATEGORY  V  -  Comprises  cadets  eliminated  from  I-P  and  I-N  for  flying  inaptitude  or  medical  reasons,  and  other  groups 
as  designated  in  special  circumstances  by  Headquarters,  USAF.

INTRODUCTION 


Hiis  section  reflects  the  funding  operations  of  the  various  Air  Force  appropriations  and/or  funds  with  the  re¬ 
spective  major  programs  for  the  fiscal  years  indicated  in  the  title  of  each  table. 


DEFINITIONS 


APPROPRIATION  -  An  authorization  by  an  Act  of  Congress  to  incur  obligations  for  specified  purposes  and  to  make  pay¬ 
ments  therefor  out  of  the  Treasury, 


APPROPRIATION  ACCOUNT  -  An  account  established  to  make  amounts  available  for  obligation  euid  exi)enditure  from  the 
Treasury,  Appropriation  accounts  include  not  only  accounts  to  which  money  is  appropriated,  but  also  revolving  funds, 
working  funds,  trust  funds,  etc.  Appropriation  accounts  do  not  include  official  deposit  funds. 


APPROPRIATION  REIMBURSEMENT  -  Amounts  collected  or  to  be  collected  for  commodities,  work  or  services  furnished  or  to 
be  furnished  to  another  appropriation  or  fund  or  to  an  individual,  firm  or  corporation  which  by  law  may  be  credited 
to  an  appropriation  or  fund  account.  Amounts  to  be  collected  include  accounts  receivable,  reimbursements  earned  but 
not  billed  and  amounts  anticipated  for  the  remainder  of  the  year.  They  may  also  include  inter-agency  orders  accept¬ 
ed  and  on  hand  for  which  delivery  has  not  been  made  to  the  extent  that  this  order  is  a  valid  obligation  of  this  or¬ 
dering  agency  and  the  collection  will  be  credited  to  the  appropriation  being  reported. 


BUDGET  PROGRAM  -  A  subdivision  established  under  an  appropriation  to  identify  a  significiant  segment  of  Air  Force 
operations. 


DISBURSEMENT  -  The  amount  of  expenditure  checks  issued  and  cash  payments  made,  net  of  refunds  received.  Disburse¬ 
ments  shall  include  all  advances. 


EXPENDITURE  -  (l)  In  Federal  Government,  means  disbursement.  (2)  Outside  the  Federal  Government,  means  the  same 
as  accTuecf  expenditure . 


FUND  -  A  sum  of  money  or  other  resource  authorized  by  law  to  be  set  aside  and  to  be  used  or  expended  only  for  speci¬ 
fied  purposes. 


OBLIGATION  -  The  amount  of  an  order  placed,  contract  awarded,  or  service  received,  or  any  transaction  which  estab¬ 
lishes  a  legal  requirement  for  the  ultimate  disbursement  of  funds. 


OBLIGATIONS  INCURRED  -  Amounts  of  orders  placed,  contracts  awarded,  services  received,  and  similar  transactions  dur¬ 
ing  a  given  period  requiring  future  payment  of  money. 


PROGRAM  YEAR  -  A  concept  of  accounting  for  funds,  obligations,  and  expenditures  under  a  no  year  appropriation  by 
indentification  of  transactions  in  fiscal  year  segments  identified  by  the  fiscal  year  in  which  individual  items  were 
planned  for  obligation,  without  regard  to  the  fiscal  year  in  which  the  transactions  were  actually  accomplished. 


PROJECT  ACCOUNT  CLASSIFICATION  -  In  appropriation  and  fund  accounting  an  approved  system  of  subdivision  of  an  appro¬ 
priation  or  fund  for  administrative  use. 


UNLIQUIDATED  OBLIGATION  -  An  obligation  incurred  for  which  payment  has  not  been  made. 
UNOBLIGATED  BALANCE  -  That  portion  of  an  authorization  which  has  not  been  obligated.
